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REMARKS 

Claims 1 , 2, 4-1 0 and 1 3-26 are pending in the application. Claims 3,11,12 
and 27 are canceled and claims 1, 13, 19 and 21 are amended with this amendment. 
Applicants note with appreciation the provisional allowance of claims 3, 13-15, 19 
and 20. Reconsideration of the application is respectfully requested based on the 
following remarks. 

I OBJECTIONS TO CLAIMS 3. 13-15 AND 19-20 

Claims 3, 13-15 and 19-20 were objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim. Claim 1 is currently amended to include the limitation of claim 3 
rewritten in independent form. Claims 13 and 19 are rewritten in independent form 
including all limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

1L REJECTION OF CLAIMS 1-12, 16-18 AND 21-27 UNDER 35 U.S.C. 5103(a) 

• Claims 1-2, 4-10, 12, 16 and 27 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 6,436,768 (Yang et al.) in view of U.S. 
Patent Publication No. 2002/0182829 A1 (Chen). Withdrawal of the rejection is 
respectfully requested for at least the following reasons. 

Claim 1 has been amended to include the limitation of claim 3 which was 
highlighted in the Office Action as containing allowable subject matter. Therefore 
claim 1 is nonobvious over the cited art. In addition, claim 12 has been canceled, 
thereby rendering the issue with respect to this claim moot. Therefore claims 1-2, 4- 
10 and 16 are patentable over the cited art. Accordingly, withdrawal of the rejection 
is respectfully requested. 

ML REJECTION OF CLAIMS 21-23 UNDER 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) 

Claims 21-23 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Chen in view of Yang et al. Withdrawal of the rejection is respectfully requested 
for at least the following reasons. 
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Claim 21 has been amended to include the limitation of claim 3, which was 
indicated as containing allowable subject matter in the Office Action. Therefore it is 
believed that claim 21 is nonobvious over the cited art. Accordingly, withdrawal of 
the rejection of claims 21-23 is respectfully requested. 

JV, CONCLUSION

believed to be in condition for allowance.
